of staunch Smith supporters 
have 


been maneuvering for several weeks 
and now have attempted to gather 
delegates in the inter-mountain states. 
The initiative in this lies entirely with 
the Smith followers, some of whom 
are practical politicians who do not 
need any headquarters or manage- 
ment to guide them. They know that 
it a Smith movement can be launch- 
ed in the west it will be easier for 
the nomination to be won notwith- 
standing &uch opposition as comes 
from the south. 
The New York governor had some 


strength in the west at the last na- 
tional convention. Hero and there 
were delegations voting under the un- 
it rule but containing two or three 
Smith delegates. 
Some of these very 


delegates are active now in endeavor 
:r.g to organize the Smith campaign 
in the west. Some of them come from 
the cities where wet strength has al- 
ways been noticeable. The delegates 
constituted a mere handful last time 
but they were, enthusjast'e and active. 
This year-they have additional fgK" 
nienfci because since Jo7yT 1525? 3a 
Smith has again'-carried'New York 
state by a substantial majority and 
has gathered more political strength 
than he had ^before. .'On top of this 
is the fadf'that some of the. men who 
supported McAdoo but who were not 
particularly active on the wet and 
dry question are 
swinging toward 


Smith. One published report Monday 
was that Bruce Kremer of Montana, 
vice chairman of the Democratic na- 
tional committee and a McAdoo lead- 
er was about to declare for Smith. 


FOES ARE ALARMED 


There is no doubt about the panic 


tfcat exists In the anti-Smith camp, 
where the alarm is being broadcast 
that unless Governor Smith is stop- 
ped by some outstanding candidate 
his? nomination is assured. 


The anti-Smith groups in the Dem- 


ocratic party are not as active as 
their opponents. If the Smith nomi- 
nation is beaten, it will not be by the 
efforts of the politicians but the anti- 
Saloon league, which has begun al- 
ready an intensive campaign to head 
off any Smith movement in the south. 
Orators are being assigned to stump 
North Carolina and other states wher- 
ever it is presumed that Smith del 
egates may appear. The assumption 
is that as soon as the south i? cov- 
ered, the flying squadrons will go 
west. Governor Smith has no organ- 
ization and 
his followers have no 


funds with which to combat such tac- 
tics. 
"When the Anti-Saloon league 


gets busy in the west, there may be 
another story to tell, though dele- 
sates who arc chosen under the con- 
vention system 
arc not as easily 


reached as those who are selected in 
the primaries, and this may have a 
bearing on the final line up.

but to spend money appropriated in 
the most efficient way. He was said to 
be without information as to whether 
the navy actually is over-officered, but 
believes it well to have plenty of of- 
ficers on hand, particularly in view of 
the length of time required to train of- 
ficers.

The news that Donna Rachele Guidi 


Mussolini was to become a mother for 
the fourth time was not generally 
known until a few weeks ago.

troversies carried on in the French 
and German press after President von 
Hindenburg's Tannenberg speech, in 
which he denied the charge of Ger- 
many's war guilt, contained in the 
Versailles treaty, and declared she 
stood ready to prove her innocence.

this way: "Let us glorify our war 
heroes all we like, and magnify their 
exploits, but let us not reopen the 
question of who started the war in 
which they fell."

The slate treasury will receive $3.-

Reynolds. 21-year-old son of the late 


R. J. Reynolds, millionaire tobacco 
magnate, and one of the five heirs 
to the $50,000,000 Reynolds estate, dis- 
appeared on the morning of Sept. 16. 
On Sept. 17, a Reynolds' passenger 
plane crashed in New Jersey with a 
loss of seven lives. 


BELIEVED CAR STOLEN 


"The fact that Mr. Reynolds' auto- 


mobile was found in the water," the 
Tiffany 
btatement continued, 
"was 


not particularly disturbing, as we 
thought it had probably been stolen. 
When we did not hear from him at 
the beginning of the week we checked 
back and found that he had not kept 
any of his weeicend appointments. We 
became thoroughly alarmed.

Johnson, of Winston Salem, who 
came to New YorU with W. R. Hub- 
ner of Baltimore, trustee of Mr. Rey- 
nolds' father's estate.

Our theory is that some ont 
s>tole the car and ran it off into tlie 
water. The car was pulled out on 
Friday morning after the accident 
and not three days later."

The eighth assembly of the league, 


which has been considering disarma- 
ment and security problems for the 
past few weeks, came to a close 
shortly after noon Tuesday on an op- 
timistic note sounded by its retiring 
president, Alberto Guani, Uruguayan 
ambassador to France. 


The work done by the assembly, 


President Guani told the delegates in 
his closing address was such that "in 
the near future, we shall obtain the first 
reduction in armaments and a better 
definition of the guarantees of secui- 
ity." 


3WVE GAINS POWER 


The desire to reduce armaments, far 


from weakening in the face of diffi- 
culties, "has asserted its strength and 
continues to inspire the league assem- 
bly." declared President Guam. After 
he finished speaking, the assembly 
took final adjournment.

is of their friendly relations and pacific 
development, ho said, hailed with de- 
light the discovery that the Locarno 
movement was bearing fruit

ers than the Locarno signatories.

There 
arc 2 blocks in the Jackman-st pro- 
ject. 


Paving of 15 blocks on \Visconsin- 


ave has been delayed until next sum- 
mer, due to the refusal of the county 
to- pay the cost of ? feet of the 37- 
foot strip of pavins. The regulation 
pavement width in the city is 28 feet 
and the \Visconsln-a\e width 
was 


placed at 37 feet when highway 41 
•was routed ovei that street. 


The understanding was, Mayor A. 


C. Rule says, that the county would 
pay for the difference 
of 9 feet be- 


tween the standard width and the 37- 
foot width. When the dispute arose 
between the city and the county over 
the tax levy and the city secured an 
injunction 
preventing 
the county 


from collecting a sum of approximate- 
ly $100,000 from the city, the county 
refused to bear its share—estimated 
at about $20,000—saying that it did 
not have sufficient funds. 


The city consequently ( decided to 


delay the work, as the cost of the ex- 
tra pavement would have to come out 
of the city general fund or else be as- 
sessed against the property 
owners.

"These figures indicate that tax 


levies "were still going up in 1926. The 
representation of the people in state, 
county, city, village, town and school 
districts, when making the levies last 
year, refused to deny the people the 
things they demanded even though 
it Increased taxes.

now as though there will be as much 
seed on hand as there ever is, as 
corn Is now past the stage where it 
could be Injured ty a frost. 


Seed corn grown in Wisconsin Is 


of the best quality, says Mr. Moore, 
because most of it is fire-dried, which 
process locks all the vitality within 
the kernel, and it is to this fact that 
he attributes the good condition of 
Wisconsin's corn crop this year. When 
corn is dried by the air and sun, 
certain germs and moulds get Into 
the kernel and destroy its vitality. 


CROP GENERALLY GOOD 


Mr. Moore, who has just returned 


from a trip through 
the state, re- 


ports that the corn crop is generally 
good, 
although 
frost 
in 
early 


August hit the crop in the northern 
section, and there will be no seed pro- 
duced in Florence, Forrest, Lincoln. 
Marathon, and Langlade-cos. At the 
Tri-State fair In LaCrosse last Wed- 
nesday, Mr. Moore saw excellent corn 
grown in LaCrosse-co. The crop was 
also good in Richland-co, but 
the 


storm which hit it some ten days ago 
faid it flat on the ground, and prob- 
ably damaged it for seed purposes, as 
the kernels usually start to rot as 
soon as the ear touches the ground. ^ 


"We have been warning farmers," 


said Mr. Moore, "to select twice as 
much seed as they felt they would 
need, and to take the ears into a 
warm room' as soon as the kernels 
are dented. One bushel of seed corn 


1 will plant six acres, in hills 3 feet 8 


inches apart. In planting for the pur- 
pose of raising only seed corn, one 
bushel of seed wiU plant six acres. 
Figuring the price of corn at $6 a 
bushel, this means that an acre may 
be planted for 80 or 90 cents." 


Two things are important in dry 


ir.g seed corn, say? Mr. Moore. One 
is lots ol ventilation, and the other is 
a little heat. The kernel 
contains 


lots of moisture, and this must be 
driven out. Anything that aids in 
driving out the moisture helps in cur 
ing the seed.

If 
the bacteria in the culture which will 
inoculate-the seed are, not present in 
sufficient riumbers, or are weak and 
absent, the farmer has spent unfruit- 
ful time and woney, and, furthermore, 
sustains a greater loss in not obtain- 
ing the expected results .against which 
he. tried to insure his crop by inocula- 
tibn. 
It is.' therefore, important- that the 


culture be capable of properly inoc.Ur 
lating the amount of. seed recommend- 
ed by the manufacturer. The testing 
of cultures is to determine their capa- 
bility of inoculating'' the amount of 
seed recommended by the manufac- 
turer. 
Manufacturers 
of inoculating cul- 


tures annually pay a registration fee, 
and the money is expended by the in- 
spection division to collect samples of 
cultures from dealers in all parts of 
the state, and to determine- their inoc- 
ulating value.

Brown-co specialists in the 
production of certified seeds, arc the 
earliest pioneers in Wisconsin in the 
erection of kilns invented recently by 
Plrof, X H. "Wright of the agricultural 
college. University of Wisconsin, for 
curing seed corn with artificial heat 
in 72 hours. Several times during the 
irart four weeks. Professor Wright lias 
vbtitcd Jacobson 
brothers to make 


suggestions and to assist in setting up 
''the new kilns. Although the new in- 
vention is beyond the experimental 
stage. Professor Wright is anxious to 
hive the first kilns constructed and 
set op » model of perfection and *er- 
v2ce, 


Jacobson brothers have set up four 


kilns four feet square and seven high, 
with air spaces between them, directly 
above a furnace in the basement of 
the building. At the lower and tipper 
aid of each of these kilns, are doors 
t foot in width, extending crosswise 
of the kiln and connecting with the 
*lr spaces between the kflns. By clos- 
ing the upper door of a kiln and open- 
ing lower door, a blast of air heated 
to 
ICO degrees is 
forced upward 


through the kiln by a rapidly revolv- 
ing fan and out through the door al 
Jhc top. By closing the lower door and 
opening the upper, the direction of 
the blast is reversed. The air space 
underneath each kiln is the width of 
the horizontal door and is Vept free 
from corn by * heavy wooden grate 


covered with woven wire. Each kiln 
has a capacity of 50 bushels of loose 
ears. If the kilns work propcrtly 200 
bushels of loose cars m.iy be cured in 
72 hours. 


The better of the older methods of 


kiln drying seed required from three 
to four weeks for each batch and the 
fuel bill was long and the expense for 
labor great. With the new system, 
labor and fuel arc reduced to a mini- 
mum and the product is a decided im- 
provement. 


Using this; new apparatus. Jacobson 


brothers expect to cure $00 bushels of 
seed com this fall. Their, crop is fully 
ripened and the yield *ill compare 
favorably with the best of past years. 
They have already broken oat the seed 
car? and filled a 100 ton silo with the 
stalks and small ears, and will soon 
n;j another silo ol -40 ton capacity. The 
remainder of their crop, thpy intend to 
shock, leave in the field for a time, 


and kiln dry ihc seed ears. 


To produce their present big crop 


of seed corn, they planted cold resist- 
ant. Golden Glow, Xo. 12 wed in a 
well fltled seed bed. 
On the corn 


ground they spread SCO pounds lo the 
acre of <i-lC-<> commercial fertilizer 
and 125 ponnds of 2-12-0 fertiliser 
tvhcn they planted the com. The cost 
of the fertilizer per acre was ?5. Good 
seed, fertilizer and frequtnl cultiva- 
tion to keep down *h« weeds, to loosen 
up the soil -and to admit the air gave 
them a bumper crop of matured seed 
corn this season that would be difficult 
to duplicate in fields where olher 
method* of production were used.

HUM-BUGGERY IN TAXING 


People love to be hum-bugged, espe- 


cially by politicians and get-rich-quick 
schemers. No matter how much they arc 
swindled by both classes they bob up se- 
renely and ask for more. Two years ago 
the legislature, "at the instance ot Gov- 
ernor Elaine, engaged in a general shift- 
ing 01 taxes, and it was loudly proclaim- 
ed to be in the interest of the property 
owner. The state would not levy any 
property tax, therefore property taxes 
•would be less by that amount. But the 
governor and the legislature failed to tell 
the people that this » remission of state 
property tax, an unethical if nol an un- 
constitutional procedure, was made pos- 
sible by appropriating to the state a much 
larger share of income taxes which for- 
merly went to cities and counties. That 
the whole thing was a fake and the 
grossest kind of imposition on the tax- 
payers was apparent to every person who 
gave the matter thought. Yet it was made 
to appear in the light of a great piece of 
Progressive legislation. 


The report of the state tax commission 


for all taxes levied in 1926 and collected in 
1927 has just been made public. Its dis- 
closures are peculiarly interesting as 
bearing on the tax legislation to which 


- we have referred. It shows that while the 
state levied no general property tax, the 
total property taxes nevertheless 'jumped 
from §99.948,768 in 1925 to $105,584,287 in 
1926, an increase in one year of $5.635,519. 
This tax was confined entirely to coun- 
ties and 
municipalities. 
The high- 


est general property tax ever levied 
in Wisconsin prior to this was in 
1924, when it was for state and all local 
purposes combined. $104,119.726. 
In 


that 
year the 
state property 
tax 


levy was $4,959,284. In other words, the 


^ remission of the state general property 


tax immediately forced an increase in 
local property taxes of nearly $1.000,000 
more than the state levy had been. 


That this was exactly what would hap- 


pen, that it was inescapable, was pointed 
put by this newspaper, and by tax experts 
at the time the law was enacted. The pre- 
diction has been completely verified. In 
other words, instead of lowering property 
taxes it has increased them all along the 
line and this despite the fact that the so- 
called shifting of taxes was accompanied 
by a marked increase in income taxes, 
much larger income from automobile li- 
censes and an altogether, new and by no 
means light tax on gasoline. 


Practical!}- every city and county in the 


state was defrauded by the tax legislation 
of 1925. It did not lower taxes a dollar to 
anyone, but on the contrary it increased 
them to everyone. The Zimmerman ad- 
ministration is debating whether it will 
this year levy a general property tax. As 
a matter of principle and. justice, there 
can be but one answer, and that is that 
the tax should be levied, but there is a 
practical difficulty which arises 
from 


the fact that cities and counties now 
have been forced to increase property 
.taxes by the unjust diversion of income 
and other taxes to the state treasury. 
They will continue to levy the larger 
amounts irrespective of what the state 
does. A state property tax may well mean 
just that much more money for the Mad- 
ison politicians to squander.

THE TREND TOWARD 


DISARMAMENT 


The League of Nations assembly has 


by a unanimous vote adopted the Polish 
resolution outlawing wars of aggression. 
The resolution in addition to prohibiting 
aggressive warfare makes arbitration of 
international disputes compulsory. At the 
same time the assembly adopted another 
resolution, also unanimously, asking the 
League's special commission for the 
drafting of an international convention 
for the control of the private manufacture 
of war materials to make a new attempt 
to reach an agreement Previous effort in 
this direction failed because the United 
States refused to participate unless the 
agreement, cohered government mani'.fui.- 
ture of war material. 


On the same day that these important 


events took 
place, Foreign -Minister 


Stresemann of Germany delivered an ad- 
dress to the assembly in which he made 
the significant statement that: "Arma- 
ments should not form a basis for secur- 
ity. They are not even the best method of 
protection and constitute at all times a 
threat against neighboring countries. De- 
spite five centuries of military tradition, 
German}- has accepted the idea of dis- 
armament. We are convinced that it will 
introduce new methods of morality into 
international life. As the country former- 
ly regarded as the greatest military pow- 
er is now disarmed, it should -be easier for 
others to disarm." 


These events combined are of the great- 


est possible significance. They bespeak an 
irresistible peace demand. 
We believe 


Stresemann speaks the truth when he says 
Germany has given up militarism and 
aggression. He states the position of the 
United States accurately in declaring 
there can be no guarantee of peace with- 
out disarmament, and that conversely the 
only road to peace is via disarmament. 
1 he peace treaties promise disarmament, 
the League of Nations is committed to 
disarmament. 
A few nations 
may 


temporarily stand in the way, 'but it 
would seem that nothing can prevent it. 


Given peace, and freed from the yoke of 


militarism, Europe would in a few dec- 
ades tie transformed into a garden of 
prosperity, contentment and happiness. 
Its economic salvation depends entirely 
upon freedom from war. Without assured 
peace Europe has no future and never 
can have. These overwhelming facts have 
penetrated the minds of real statesmen 
like Briand, Stresemann, Ramsey Mac- 
Donald, Lord Robert Cecil, and many 
others who are arraying themselves on 
the side of peace. Armament rivalrv is 
out of date.

PKESTO! IT IS NO LONGER A COLD 


Is it that the public Is M> dumb or that the doctors 


arc »o deft? Or does' everybody take It for granted 
that'everybody is bluff ing'and nobody, menus what 
he says? Perhaps the doctors "do not choose" to 
commit themselves, and perhaps the people "do not 
choose" to understand. At any rate the silly old 
game goes on and too many spectators think it is 
genuine. 


Shortly before the demise of Judge Gary the pub- 


lic was informed that the steel trust head had "a 
slight attack of nervous indigestion." 
When h!s 


death was announced a few hours after his demise 
the public learned that the man had really had 
myocarditis—which means literally inflammation of 
the muscles of the heart, but not inflammation as 
the layman understands the word. Myrocarditis is 
rather an insidious, chronic degeneration or wear- 
ing out of the heart muscle, a common occurrence 
in the slow heart-failure that terminates so many 
careers after a prolonsrcd state of scmi-invalidism 
or srcncr.il debility. 
Of course we cannot know 


what secret mental processes may have influenced 
the man's vegetative functions, what emotions may 
have disturbed the digestion, nor what fears, an- 
xieties, enmities, regrets, disappointments or sor- 
rows may have disordered the delicate balance of 
•is autonomic or "sympathetic" nervous system 
and so upset the involuntary workings of the vital 
organs. We know only that many a case of myo- 
carditis masquerades as "nervous indigestion," and 
we know how reluctant Judge Gary's friends were 
to give out the facts of his illness and death, be- 
cause they feared it would depress the market. 


"Nervous indigestion," as it occurs in the news, 


is a serious matter. To my mind, it is more alarm- 
ing than a frank statement that the patient has 
myocarditis, because the moment I learn that the 
doctors have given out that the patient has "indi- 
gestion" of any kind I begin to wonder what dread 
news one should expect to follow. 


It is the same with the handy little old "cold." 


When a layman of average intelligence says he has 
a "cold." I am willing to let it go at that, for he 
probably doesn't know any better, and it is nothing 
to me if the fellow doesn't attempt to spray me 
with whatever he has got. When a doctor goes 
about his routine work with what he calls "a heavy 
cold," I feel sorry for the patients who will be ex- 
posed to whatever the doctor has, got, but I can 
only give them this general warning, and they may 
take it or leave it, as they prefer. When an im-: 
portant citizen falls ill and the anxieties of the pub- 
lic are soothed by bulletins telling how the great 
ona has "merely contracted a cold," I get set to 
listen for the "Presto!" but somehow it always 
eludes me and presently the lightning change act 
is all finished and nobody notices anything spurious 
about it. The magic whereby the doctors change the 
"slight'cold" into a real illness is real to the public, 
apparently. 
It requires something more than courage for a 


doctor to say frankly; hi private practice, that he 
doesn't know as yet what.the patient is developing. 
The chances are that the patient won't develop 
anything under such a doctor's care: he'll sum- 
mon a doctor who knows at once what is the mat- 
ter. So I say it takes not only courage, but su- 
preme indifference to public approval, for a doc- 
tor to play the game without any guile. I don't 
know of any such doctors. There is no public de- 
mand for 'em.

Parboiling the Milk 


• Please tell, me how to pastorize fresh milk for my 
baby. Last fall when we -went to the country the 
milk' did not agree with, her because we did' not 
pastorize it (Mrs. J. Z.) 


Answer—Milk is pasteurized by parboiling, heat- 


ing it up to 145 degrees F. and keeping at that 
temperature 20 minutes then cooling. 
This re- 


quires the use of a thermometer. Better, forVour 
temporary stay in the country, would be simply 
bringing the milk to a. boil and then cooling, not 
boiling longer than a ^moment. This will destroy 
any disease germs in the milk even more certainly 
than pasteurization does. Whenever milk for an 
infant is either boiled or parboiled (pasteurized) to 
kill disease germ in it. the infant should receive a 
daily ration of any fresh fruit juice to supply the 
vitamin necessary to prevent scurvy—a vitamin 
present in fresh raw milk but destroyed by heating, 
either parboiling or boiling.

A BILLION DOLLAR DEPART- 


MENT 


Washington, D. C. -7 Toward the 


close of the nineteenth "century a loud 
protest was raised in the public press 
and among opposition members of 
Congress it was discovered that a 
single Congress had appropriated the 
then unheard of sum of a billion dol- 
lars. When heckled on the floor 6f the 
House of Representatives by a minor- 
ity member about the profligacy of a 
Billion Dollar 
Congress. 
Speaker 


Thomas Reed instantly replied: "Sir, 
this is a Billion Dollar Country." 


The phrase became popular ana the 


United States came to be known both 
at home abroad as the Billion Dollar 
Country. 


AH that occured not^very many 


years ago and now, It is announced by 
Postmaster General New that one 
single branch of the civil administra- 
tion of the United States soon will'be 
Varried on at an expenditure of a 
billion dollars a year. That branch is 
the Post Office Department. What- 
ever economists might have to say 
about the decline in. the purchasing 
power of the dollar and the increase 
in wages and the cost of materials, 
it nevertheless is true that those who 
were surprised at and found fault 
with the first Billion Dollar Congress 
would stand aghast at such an 
amount being employed"~by a single 
department. 


Perhaps it is erroneous to employ 


the term "expenditure" in this con- 
nection because the Post Office col- 
lects a vast amount of money for Its 
servcies to the public. Fr the fiscal 
year 1327 the appropriation for the 
Post Office Department was $714,000,- 
000. Receipts vary from year to year. 
They fall under the cost of the ser- 
vice, the Congress making up the 
deficit by appropriation. 


An outstanding advance made by 


the postal service was In connection 
with the development of the parcel 
post system. What now moves as par- 
cel post formerly was known as 
fourth class mail. Prior to 1913 mail 
of this class amounted to but 5 per 
cent of the weight of all domestic mail 
matter. By 1926. this volume had 
swelled to 63 per cent. Approximate- 
ly -J.2.-)0.000.000 pounds of merchan 
disc moved through the mails by par- 
cel post in that year. 


Mall order merchandising is not so 


new as the parcel post but the estab- 


lishment of the latter and the 
in- 


creasing of the weight limit from time 
to time has so rapidly extended the 
mail order business that a very large 
percentage of the goods sold in the 
United States is lelivered by mail. 


Chicago leads In parcel post ship- 


ments because, being centrally • lo- 
cated it can reach a wider radius of 
population more quickly and mor£ 
cheaply. Ninety carloads of goods are 
shipped from Chicago by parcel post 
every day. New York comes second 
with 66 carloads and 
Philadelphia 


third with 32 carloads. 


MAIL. ORDER BUYERS 


The big field for parcel post merch- 


andising obviously is in the rural reg- 
ions. Shopping ambunts almost to a 
vice among some city dwellers. It 
does not always mean purchasing but 
if the store is readily available, the 
prospective purchaser likes to inspect 
personally the goods on sale.-.Very, 
different It is in the country- There 
are still thousands of families dwel- 
ling 20, 30, perhaps 100 miles from 
the nearest railroad $r the nearest 
store of any size and-millions living 
in small towns whose stores -have 
limited assortments. These are the 
bulk of the mail order and parcel post 
customers. They can inspect the large 
catalogues furnished^ by the mail or- 
der houses and send in their orders 
speedily receiving their goods. 


The rural free delivery system now 


extends to some 7,000,000 families in. 
the United States, each one a pros- 
pective customer of the mail order 
houses and of the. parcel post. The 
Post Office benefits in three ways as 
a rule. Ordinary letter postage must 
be paid in sending in the order in the 
first place. Further, the sales of 
money orders are increased and. fin- 
ally the post office gets the business 
of shipping the goods desired by par- 
cel post. 


These services do not pay their 


cost, with the exception of first class 
mail and. hence, 
but inasmuch as 
'be maintained it is to the advantage 
of the Departmcn tto stimulate busi- 
ness.

But nearly a 
quarter of the" whole population of the 
United States — about 34,000.000 per- 
ions — still ar^. trudging to the post 
office to get their mail themselves. 
The Department, with the support of 
Congress, constantly is extending the 
rural service and this number of un- 
served persons gradually is being- cut 
down. However, there -are those who 
live in such inaccessible places that 
rural free delivery ,1s next to impos- 
sible. In other regions, the population 
is too sparse to make the establish- 
ment of roujes advisable. 


Rural free delivery is far more 


costly -than city or village' delivery. 
City delivery, although the highest 
developed, costs but $2 a year 'for 
each person served. That is because so 
many can be served within the same 
radius. Rural delivery costs, on an 
average $3.30 per person. 


It is interesting to note how devel- 


opment of the postal system has gone, 
hand in hand with the • development 
of the country. When our whole pop- 
ulation was concentrated on the east- 
ern seaboard the matter was simpler 
but as the westward march began, 
the'Ions distance mailcarrying stage 
coach was put into extensive use. 
Steamboats on the rivers were em- 
ployed and later and most picturesque 
of all, the pony express.

appointed postmaster is located on an 
i^Jand in Chesapeake Bay of whi«h 
the postmaster is the sote inhabitant.
